At Monday’s regular meeting the city 
council unanimously voted to rename the 
city of Belleville as “Booville” during the 
month of October to celebrate Harvest and 
Halloween. 

Those putting on the events also hope to 
bring extra people into the city to promote 
the downtown businesses. 

Seven other agenda items had to do with 
Booville activities during the month of 


October. 

The council approved: 

e A Booville Witches Ball put on by Egan’s 
Pub and the Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce on Friday, Oct. 23, in a tent 
on the Fourth Street Square. Women in 
witches’ costumes will be eating and 
drinking in the tent from 7:30 until 10 p.m., 
while the males will be out on a pub crawl 
and rejoin the women at 10. Councilwoman 
Kim Tindall voted no, since she is against 
serving alcohol on city property; 


e A Boo Tech Cauldron Cook Off 
sponsored by Egan’s and the Chamber from 
6 to 8 p.m. on Saturday, Oct. 24, which will 
feature the BHS Jazz Band and New Tech 
students cooking up the food. Voting will 
be done by tickets or quarters, yet to be 
determined. No alcohol at this event, so the 
vote was unanimous; 

e Booville Dash in Disguise one-mile 
costume run/walk beginning at 9 a.m. 
on Saturday, Oct. 24, sponsored by the 
Plymouth YMCA. The race will begin 


at Horizon Park and head to Five Points 
and back to the tent at the Fourth Street 
Square; 

e Booville CAF5 pancake breakfast from 
8 to 11 a.m. on Saturday, Oct. 24, to raise 
funds to help families in the 34 District 
Court area; 

e Booville Rotary Club Pumpkin Carving 
from noon to 2 p.m. on Saturday, Oct. 17, 
at the Fourth Street Square.

Belleville DDA wrestles with what to do about next year’s sculptures

The Midwest Sculpture Initiative needs 
more revenue So it is requiring participants, 
who have been able to lease a minimum of 
six outdoor sculptures in the past, to have 
to lease at least seven in the 2016-17 year 
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and eight the next year. 
That would mean an increase in the 
Belleville budget of $1,469 for 2016-17. 
MSI asked for a commitment to seven for 
next year by Nov. 5 and if they decide not 
to go ahead, there would be only the $500 
non-refundable commitment fee. 
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The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority discussed the new cost of the 
outdoor sculptures at its regular meeting 
Sept. 16. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
had prepared a report on the cost of the 
sculptures, since they started in 2014. 

In 2014, the DDA committed $5,000 and 
the actual DDA cost was $3,946. The DDA 
raised $5,650, plus $1,670 in-kind, from 14 
donors. Total cash cost was $9,596. 

In 2015, the DDA also committed $5,000 
and the actual DDA cost was $5,505. The 


DDA raised $3,850 ($4,350 pledged/$500 
not received). Total cash cost was $9,354. 

In 2016, the projected cost estimate is 
$9,475, plus one more sculpture at $1,469, 
for a total projected cost is $10,944. 

DDA chairwoman Rosemary Loria said 
the sculptures are a worthwhile project, but 
it has to be feasible. 

Thompson said a commitment letter is 
due by the fifth of November. She said they 
could discuss it more at a short business 
meeting on Oct. 21 before the joint meeting

Bob Barancewicz, Denny Robinson, Brian 
Brown, and Jim Piper; 

e Opened the lone bid for computer 
services and equipment from Jeff Wiseman 
who bid $9,612.60. After discussion and 
several questions, the bid was turned over 
to City Manager Diana Kollmeyer who will 
sit down with Wiseman and get answers and 
bring a recommendation back to the next 
meeting. The work is for new computers 
and installation at six work stations so that 
they will be compatible with the city’s new 
BS&A software; 

e Agreed to name Councilwoman 
Tindall as the city’s official representative 
to the Strawberry Festival committee, 
even though there was actually no such 
designation. Tindall wanted it to be 
“official” after a heated discussion at the 
last committee meeting. Mayor Kerreen 
Conley said Tindall attended committee 
meetings for a long time and then didn’t 
because of a conflict of interest and now 
she’s back. Mayor Conley said multiple 
people from the city are welcome to attend 
the committee meetings and to actively 
participate; 

e Reappointed Jesse Marcotte to the 
Planning Commission. Marcotte had been 
on the commission in the past and then 
resigned because he was going to move 
from the city and didn’t. His appointment 
expires December 31, 2016; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$1,749 872.35 and the following 
departmental purchases in excess of $500: 
To B&R Janitorial Supply, $500.20 for 
supplies from general fund; to DUWA, 
$1,800 in assessment, water/sewer fund; to 
Lonnie’s Auto Repair, $744.84 for repairs 
to 2009 Dodge Charger police car; to

e Went into closed-door session with an 
attorney to consider the purchase of real 
property prior to obtaining an option or 
lease. After going back into open session, 
the council adjourned with no further 
action.

with the city council. 

DDA member Gary Snarski said the support 
was good at first and now it’s gone down. He 
said they should let the people know that the 
cost has gone up. 

“If we don’t get participation, then we 
would have to be able to stop it,’ Snarski 
said. 

When Snarski suggested they try to raise 
money between now and Oct. 21, Thompson 
stated, “It’s not going to happen.” 

“To try is better than not to try,” said DDA 
member Sabrina Richardson- Williams. “Get 
the word out that the cost has gone up. See if 
business people will support it.” 

Thompson said last year the end-of-the- 
year letters were sent out and then it was 
two to three months before they got all the 
money pledged. She said to commit, the 
DDA has to give the MSI $500 by Nov. 5. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said a letter could 
be sent out to those who donated before. 

“I don’t think you can continue until you 
— not me — develop new donors,” Thompson 
said, asking for DDA support. “We don’t 
raise enough. I would like to see a broad 
support for the project.” 

Snarski said Chase bank has had two 
sculptures in front and it doesn’t contribute. 
He suggested a letter be sent to the bank 
asking for a contribution. He noted that 
Davenports contribute. 

When asked about the Civic Fund, 
Thompson said that group can’t spend 
money in the city. The council for the arts 
contributed the first year and the chamber of 
commerce gives $100 a year. 

Chairwoman Loria said it has to be put 
on the DDA agenda and discussed a little 
more.

Owen teachers building new nature 
trail on six acres of woodlands 


If you can’t spark and keep your students’ 
interest, you can’t teach them anything, 
and one of the best ways to keep students 
interested is with hands-on learning. 
Owen Intermediate School science teachers 
David Bargardi and Kevin Krug know this 
and that’s why the idea of building a nature 
walk behind Owen Intermediate School is 
so appealing to them. 

Bargardi and Krug got the idea from the 
nature trails that are found throughout the 
YMCA camps that Owen’s sixth grade 
students attend every year. 

“They have nice trails there and we 
just thought this was the time to do it,” 
Bargardi said. “We have a beautiful piece 
of property that is six acres just sitting 
there doing nothing.” 

Bargardi and Krug plan to use the nature 
walk in science classes for teaching about 
ecosystems. They hope that science classes 
won’t be the only ones using the nature 
walk. For instance, they say, art classes 
could sit in the outdoor classroom and 
sketch, social studies students could have 
discussions about Michigan’s timber 
industry, or physical education classes 
could use this as a running trail. The 
possibilities are endless. 

They also said they wish the community 
will use this for walking or just relaxing on 
a bench to take in what nature has to offer. 

When completed, the nature walk will 
consist of one trail loop approximately 
one-quarter of a mile, varieties of trees 
identified with signs, bat houses, an outdoor 
classroom, a bird blind, three recycled 


benches, and trash receptacles to keep the 
nature walk clean. 

On Saturday, Oct. 10, from 9 a.m. to noon 
there will be a work day on the nature walk 
to spread wood chips, pick up garbage, and 
clear brush.

How much will 
taxpayers give for a 
library downtown? 


On Tuesday night, a two-hour meeting of 
the Belleville Area District Library building 
committee discussed what to do next 
about fixing up our library. Professional 
information came from architect Dan 
Whisler. 

The library board has decided to bow 
to the results of the post-millage-defeat 
survey where voters said the library should 
stay in the city of Belleville. But, how are 
we going to do that? 

Whisler gave his recommendations 
on what to do next. The committee is 
considering renovating the present library 
and building a new addition. But, the 
proposal could change. There are lots of 
details to attend to before putting it on the 
November 2016 election ballot. 

How much are voters willing to pay for an 
updated, expanded library where they want 
it — downtown?

The 45,000-square-foot building voters 
turned down for the DNR site is being 
reduced to 30,000 square feet for the next 
proposal.

over to circuit court on 
arson, MDOP charges

Jeffery Edwin Rochon, 31, of Sumpter 
Township who was due for his preliminary 
exam before 34" District Court Chief Judge 
Tina Brooks Green on Sept. 16, decided to 
waive his exam. 

Judge Green bound him over to circuit 
court on Sept. 23 to face charges of 2™- 
degree arson and malicious destruction of 
personal property from $1,000 to $20,000. 

Van Buren Township detectives took 
Rochon into custody at his place of 
employment in Romulus on Aug. 31 as he 
was leaving work. 

He has since been held in the Wayne 
County Jail on $500,000 cash bond. Judge 
Green continued his bond, but signed an 
order for Pretrial Services to review his 
case. 

Rochon was arrested for the arson fire 
that occurred on July 28 at 6040 Victoria 
in Van Buren Township. It is alleged that 
Rochon burned the residence of the mother 
of his two children. No one was home at 
the time of the fire. 

The arson charge carries a maximum 
penalty of 20 years in prison and/or $20,000 
or three times the value of the property 
damaged or destroyed. The MDOP charge 
is a five-year felony and carries a fine of up 
to $10,000 or three times the amount of the 
property damaged or destroyed. 

VBT Detective Donovan McCarthy is the 
officer in charge of the case. 

As Rochon was being led back to the 
court lockup after waiving his exam, 
Judge Green allowed the six members of 
his family in court to come up to the court 
railing to talk to him and hug and kiss 
him. He told them he was going to ask for 
Veterans’ Court. Rochon had served as a 
Marine in Afghanistan.
